DOVER CARNIVAL is back on after 
its organisers backed down in a row 
over starting times. 

The carnival had been cancelled in a dispute 
between Dover Carnival Association Ltd (DCAL) 
and Dover District Council’s events committee 
over what time the parade should start. 

Members of the council wanted the parade to 
begin at 6pm, but the organisers, DCAL, wanted 
it to start at 3pm. Despite a compromise of 5pm, 
it was changed back to 6pm by the council and so 
DCAL called off the event. 

But now the organisers have decided to give the 
later time a go instead of cancelling the carnival. 

Mandie Sehmbi, chairman of DCAL, said: 
'We’re going to try the carnival at 6pm. At least 
then it can’t be said that we didn’t have a go. 

We had a meeting at Dover District Council 
about it a couple of weeks ago. 

“There were no major concerns brought up, but 
I was annoyed about how the whole thing has 
been dealt with. We agreed on a 5pm start and 
they changed their minds and said 6pm.” 

Members of the events committee at the coun¬ 
cil said the carnival had always started at 6pm in 
the past and it was only last year it had been at 
3pm, due to a problem with the route. 

Discussions between the council and police had 
led to the decision that it would be better for the 
carnival to take place at the usual time of 6pm 
this year to lessen disruption on the roads. 

When it was originally cancelled, Cllr Sue 
Nicholas said the authority supported the event 
but simply wanted the starting time to change. 

Following the announcement it is back on, she 
said: “I’m delighted the carnival is going ahead - 
it gives so much pleasure to so many people.” 

Dover Carnival will now take place on 
Saturday, July 5, at 6pm.

Sales 
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'Growth 
plan is 
too high'

HUNDREDS of concerned 
residents turned out on 
Friday night to oppose 
plans to build up to 14,000 
homes in the district. 

Two separate meetings were held 
by the Sholden and Whitfield Action 
Groups, who both strongly oppose 
proposals set out in the recently pub¬ 
lished local development framework 
(LDF). 

Charlie Elphicke, Conservative 
parliamentary candidate for Dover 
and Deal, attended the Whitfield 
Action Group (WAG) meeting to 
show his support for residents. 

Mr Elphicke, who at the beginning 
of the month visited WAG to hear 
their concerns, said the group is not 
against development but doesn’t see 
the need for more than 10,000 homes 
locally 

Others attending the meeting 
included Cllr Clive Meredith, leader 
of the Liberal Democrats at Dover 
District Council (DDC), and Cllr 
Peter Capper, chairman of Whitfield 
Parish Council. 

Cllr Capper expressed the parish 
council’s view that no more than 300 
houses should be considered in 
Whitfield, a significantly lower fig¬ 
ure than the 3,000 suggested in the 
LDF. 

Roger Knight, chairman of WAG, 
was pleased with the turnout of 
some 200 people. 

He said: “If we had not taken steps 
to hold our own public meeting and 
talking to the residents of Whitfield, 
the whole LDF process would have 
passed the village by with little or no 


response from our community This 
would give a false impression that 
the people of Whitfield did not care 
enough to comment. 

‘With our DDC-approved form, we 
can at least gather some local feeling 
which hopefully will register with 
the authorities.” 

The other meeting of the evening 
was with the Sholden Action Group, 
which is opposing 500 homes being 
built there. 

Robert Jennings, who set up the 
group, was also pleased with the sup¬ 
port shown by locals. 

He said: “The meeting went very 
well. About 120 people turned up and 
Dr Steve Ladyman gave a frank and 
honest presentation. 

Growth 

“He pointed out that Dover District 
Council had applied for a growth 
point. Towns like Maidstone have 
applied for this and it basically 
means you follow a high-growth plan 
and you get rewarded. 

“This was applied for in 2002 
which was before the LDF was pub¬ 
lished so the council knew they were 
intending to follow a path of high 
growth. 

“In our opinion this is all about 
Dover. But what is important there 
is not to Deal and Sholden. 

“We understand Dover’s needs and 
realise it may need housing, but you 
can’t get a knife and spread this 
across the whole of the district. 

“If they go ahead and build these 
homes, not only will it take up limit¬ 
ed agricultural land but it will 
increase the amount of houses in 
Sholden by 50 per cent.” 

The public consultation on the 
LDF closes on Wednesday, May 7. 
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Thieves tarnishing 
our beauty spots 

POLICE are reminding people about 
security when leaving their cars 
parked in isolated beauty spots. 

In Dover, areas around the White 
Cliffs have been targeted and Supt 
Peter Wedlake is urging owners to 
secure their vehicles and remove any 
valuables, following a rise in thefts. 

He said: “Thieves are looking for 
items with high market value, such as 
satellite navigation systems.” 

Ex-police officer joins 
community wardens 

A NEW community warden from 
Deal has been recruited to assist the 
communities of Heme and Broom¬ 
field. 

David Denne, 62, a former police 
officer with Kent police, is one of eight 
wardens collecting their uniforms 
before starting their duties in towns 
and villages across Kent. 

Mr Denne said: “After my time with 
Kent police, I want to continue to 
work within the community to assist 
and reassure people, and hopefully 
make a difference to their lives.” 

Nuisance birds that 
can cost a fortune 

GULLS and pigeons have forced 
Dover Town Council to spend an extra 
£10,000 on the maintenance of 
Maison Dieu House last year. 

The Mayor of Dover, Cllr Bob 
Markham, said: “Pigeons continue to 
be a serious concern, as people contin¬ 
ue to feed them, against unenforced 
by-laws.” 

The resident blackbird at the offices 
also suffered from the nuisance birds 
after they knocked its nest to the 
ground, killing one of its babies. The 
nest, which was regularly checked by 
staff, survived the scaffolding and 
redecoration that took place recently. 

Man dies in accident 

A MAN has died after the motorcycle 
he was riding was in collision with a 
car on a mral road. 

The incident happened at about 
10.30am on Sunday on the Alkham 
Valley Road between Dover and 
Folkestone. 

The man, who has not been named, 
died of his injuries. A police spokes¬ 
man has appealed for witnesses. 
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Speed cameras 
haven't slowed 
us all down yet 


Number of fines issued has doubled 


THE Kent and Medway 
Speed Camera Partnership 
has released figures that 
show the number of people 
issued with speeding tickets 
in Dover has increased. 

Despite the rising number of speed 
cameras installed urging people to 
slow down, statistics show a rise in 
the amount of fixed penalty notices 
issued last year. 

Two permanent cameras are in 
operation on the A258 Dover Road 
along with a mobile camera on the 
same stretch. 

Four other mobile operated cam¬ 
eras are situated on the A256 at 
Tilmanstone and Betteshanger and 
on the A2 by Guston and Lydden. 

Since these were put in place over 
the past five years, an increase in the 
number of speeding drivers has been 
seen with 2,601 people issued with 
fixed penalty notices in 2007 alone. 

In 2005, following the installation

of the latest mobile speed cameras on 
the A2 at Guston and Lydden, the fig¬ 
ure was 744 and in 2006, 1,157. 

Figures show the speed camera at 
Tilmanstone has seen only a five per 
cent decrease in the amount of traffic 
exceeding the speed limit since 2003, 
when it was 50 per cent of traffic. 

Increase 

On this stretch of road the number 
of personal injury crashes has also 
increased from two people up to six 
although deaths have dropped from 
two to one. 

But on the A258 Dover Road, only a 
small percentage of people exceeding 
the speed limit has been seen since 
the installation of the fixed cameras 
along the road. On this road, five 
deaths have occurred in recent years 
and improvements are being called 
for by the A258 Action Group. 

The mobile camera along this 
stretch of road has seen a drop in the 


number of personal injury crashes 
from 16 to seven, following its instal¬ 
lation in January 2003. 

Katherine Barrett, communica¬ 
tions officer for the Kent and 
Medway Safety Camera Partnership, 
said: “The number of fixed penalty 
notices issued in the Dover District in 
2007 was more than double that of 
the year before. 

“Ibis is because, as well as the two 
fixed safety cameras and five mobile 
sites in the area, mobile safety cam¬ 
era vans were enforcing the 30mph 
speed limit on the Sandwich bypass 
during the 2007 roadworks. 

“Overall the number of fixed penal¬ 
ty notices issued in and around 
Dover from permanent safety camera 
sites has actually decreased since the 
partnership was formed in 2002, 
which is a good thing as it means 
fewer people are speeding.” 

Another spokesman from the Kent 
and Medway Speed Camera 
Partnership said: “Our objection is 
not to issue speeding fines but to slow 
motorists down.”

Man who raped girl 
had 9,500 pictures 
of child sex abuse 

AN IMMIGRATION officer from Deal has 
pleaded guilty to 17 offences of child pornogra¬ 
phy and the rape of a child under 13 years old. 

Paul Cosier, 51, previously of Clifford Gardens, 
was arrested last year following a referral from 
the Metropolitan Police Service to Kent Police. 

Officers from Kent’s public protection crime 
unit carried out further investigations and dis¬ 
covered the extent of Cosier’s offences. 

At Canterbury Crown 
Court on Monday, 

Cosier pleaded guilty to 
the charges brought 
against him, including 
the rape of a child under 
the age of 13. 

He also pleaded guilty 
to ten offences of distrib¬ 
uting indecent images of 
children, three offences 
of taking indecent 
images of children, two 
of making indecent 
images of children and 
one of possession of inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

Cosier was found with a total of 9,485 
images ranging between levels one and five, 
with five being the most serious. 

Of the pictures, 69 were at level five. 

Det Con Kay Sankey, said: “His continual 
interaction with other like-minded individuals 
and his ongoing discussions regarding the sex¬ 
ual abuse of children eventually led him to 
commit a serious sexual assault on a vulnera¬ 
ble young child. A child who was unable to pro¬ 
tect herself from his horrific intentions.” 

Cosier has been suspended from his duties 
as an immigration officer until the outcome of 
the investigation is revealed. 

He was remanded in custody until sentencing 
at Canterbury Crown Court on a date to be set.

A After years of living in the London high- 
powered rat race I decided enough was 
enough and I looked around for somewhere 
else to go.

What made you decide to set up the Doverforum? 

The Doverforum website started life as 
Doverweb. It was started by two guys, Rick 


Jones and Mike Potts. I joined them soon after 
and raised finance for the project. It was early 
days on the web, so we were something of 
pioneers with the pioneering spirit. 

Eventually, the other chaps called it a day - 
Mike first, then Rick much later - and I chan¬ 
ged it into Doverforum, which was more 
magazine-based, rather than directory-based, 
and went on from there. It proved popular with 
its magazine format and interactive style. 

Q The Doverforum is very popular with locals. Are you 
pleased with how it's going? 

A Doverforum turned into an exciting adven¬ 
ture one way or the other, but there were 
lots of ups and downs and at times it was hard 
to keep it going. But it is still there today and 
with higher viewing figures than ever before, 
so we must be doing something right. 

I have a good team with me and have lots of 
supporting contributors, which is good indeed. 
It changes every day with exciting features, 
great pictures and interesting contributions. 

Q What is your favourite thing about living in the Dover 
area? 

A My favourite thing about living here is the 
gorgeous fact that in mere minutes you can 
be out and about in the fantastic countryside, 
absorbing the country ways, the wildlife and 
the magnificent rolling views of east Kent. 

Riding a motorcycle through the leafy lanes 
of Olde England really cannot be beaten on a 
balmy summer’s day. This part of Kent has so 


much to offer and as I’m an intruder, in more 
ways than one, I tend to appreciate it perhaps 
a bit more than I might have done had I been 
here from the beginning. 

The castles in the area are terrific. Oddly 
enough, I have only been around the inner 
sanctums of Dover Castle just once, and will 
go again soon, but I enjoy its commanding 
position every single day. 

Q lf you could change anything about Dover, what would 
it be? 

A I would like to see some change for the bet¬ 
ter in the level of wealth. The town seems so 
poor in so many areas. Poor shopping and just 
poor facilities generally. It is hardly surprising, 
though, as the wealth creation just isn’t there. 

There are no major employers offering well- 
paid steady jobs. Without solid worthwhile 
jobs, the town will never get off its knees. 
There are often cries on Doverforum for cine¬ 
mas and bowling alleys and the like, but we 
seriously need the jobs first, so that we can 
sustain not only this level of leisure, but more 
importantly so that we can hold on to our tal¬ 
ented young people and offer them a future. 

So many of our young people are sadly des¬ 
tined to go further afield - my daughter 
among them. 

It was announced very recently that major 
employer Morrisons, the supermarket chain, 
will be opening a service and distribution cen¬ 
tre in Sittingboume here in Kent, bringing 
more than 1,000jobs to that particular area. If 
only it were here in Dover...

Festival tickets: 
the wait is over 


MUSIC fans hoping to snap up a 
ticket for BBC Radio l’s Big Week¬ 
end in Maidstone next month will 
learn this week if they are among 
the lucky ones. 

Demand for tickets soared after it was con¬ 
firmed that legend Madonna would be head¬ 
lining the main stage on Saturday night - 
supported by a host of other big names. 

Some 500,000 fans were expected to have 
registered for a pair of free tickets for the 
event, which takes place over the weekend of 
May iO-11 at Mote Park. 

And although the odds of getting a pair of 
passes for one day of the two-day event will be 
slim - just 30,000 tickets are available - those 
living in Kent will get priority. 

Postcode checks will ensure the bulk of the 
tickets go to locals, before they are made avail¬ 
able to those living outside the county. 

The closing date for ticket applications was 
10pm on Monday - with those lucky enough to 
secure a pair of the sought-after tickets being 
notified from today through until Friday. 

However, those being selected are warned 
not to then try to sell on the tickets. With tick¬ 
ets for regular Madonna shows fetching hun¬ 
dreds of pounds on the black market, strict 
conditions have been put down, with tickets 
non-transferable and likely to be subject to 
strict security checks. 

Madonna is expected to confirm two dates at 
Wembley Stadium for September, so the 
Maidstone show will be a rare chance to see 
her perform outside of a stadium setting. 

Some of the acts performing across four 
stages include: 

SATURDAY: Madonna, Usher, The Fratellis, 
Scouting For Girls, Duffy, The Feeling, The 
Editors, Fatboy Slim. 

SUNDAY: The Kooks, The Enemy, Nelly, 
Goldfrapp, The Raconteurs, The Zutons, Adele 
and DJ Zane Lowe.

Council's broadband 
TV channel expands 
into new territory 

KENT County Council’s online TV service 
is to be expanded - and shifted into new 
headquarters. 

Kent TV, launched six months ago by Fav- 
ersham Live Aid hero Bob Geldof’s Ten Alps 
media company, has unveiled 15 new chan¬ 
nels boasting more than 70 sub-channels. 

Operating on behalf of KCC, Kent TV 
already features some 700 films commis¬ 
sioned from local production companies or 
submitted by local film-makers and com¬ 
munity groups. 

Among the new channels will be an infor¬ 
mation service ‘how-to’, covering a range of 
topics from how to find a reliable car 
mechanic to a guide to how to appeal 
against school selection procedures, as well 
as a history and food channel. 

This summer, Kent TV will also launch a 
What’s On? service for residents and 
tourists alike. 

John McGhie, editor of Kent TV, said: 
“After six months on air, we’re now getting 
a much better idea of what people want 
from Kent TV and we’re responding to that 
with the new channels, better navigation 
and making it easier for people to submit 
their own films. 

‘We’ve also been working hard to make 
sure Kent TV now meets the highest stan¬ 
dards of accessibility for visual and hearing- 
impaired people.” 

Kent TV is the first fully-funded local 
authority broadband TV service in the UK. 
It is available on demand and is for anyone 
who lives, works, visits or studies in Kent. 

It has also confirmed it is shifting to the 
Maidstone Studios at Vinters Park.

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AMERICAN SCREAM: The ultra-violent Grand Theft Auto IV has drawn criticism from immigrants' rights groups

IT IS being touted as the biggest 
event in video game history and 
stores are braced for one of their 
busiest weeks of the year. 

Grand Theft Auto TV arrived in Kent shops 
yesterday amid a whirl of hype and expecta¬ 
tion - and the sound of tills ringing. 

Outlets such as HMV in Maidstone opened 
their doors at midnight to meet the huge 
demand for the controversial title and there 
were fears it could quickly become sold out. 

Remarkably, the game - set to become the 
fastest selling in history - is due to take more 
than £200 million in its first week alone. 

That’s equivalent to the first week’s takings 
of Hollywood’s biggest ever opening movie, 
Pirates Of The Caribbean 3, At World’s End. 

Which means GTA IV could make in one 
week the equivalent of the entire internation¬ 
al gross takings of the movie Gone With The 
Wind since its release in 1939 - a clear sign of 
what a massive player in the entertainment 
market the video games industry has become. 

However, the game has also drawn criticism 
from some quarters. 

The plot of the game - which would take 40 
hours to play straight through - sees former 
soldier turned immigrant Niko Bellic arrive in 
a disguised New York - called Liberty City - 
ready for action. Niko had been promised a 


new life by his cousin after his arrival from 
Eastern Europe, but false promises lead him 
into a life of crime and violence. As well as 
stealing cars and goading police into chases, 
he can visit prostitutes, run down pedestrians 
and get a foothold in the world of drugs. 

Canterbury MP Julian Brazier has warned 
of the dangers of such games and GTA IV has 
also attracted criticism from immigrants’ 
rights groups. 

A spokesman for the Joint Council for the 
Welfare of Immigrants said the central char¬ 


acter could cause problems for Eastern 
Europeans. “This plays on untrue stereo¬ 
types,” he said. 

But that is unlikely to stop gamers rushing 
out to buy a copy. Eventual profits for makers 
Rockstar Games could exceed half a billion 
pounds. 

A spokesman for HMV said: “Games are the 
new rock and roll and we expect to sell more 
GTA IV copies than Madonna’s new release.” 

The game is available for the Sony 
PlayStation and Microsoft’s Xbox 360.

The people must stop their 
rights from being eroded 


FOR years now the prime minis¬ 
ters of the day have ignored the 
rights of the people. 

Even today Gordon Brown argues with rhet¬ 
oric and spin, but facts show this government 
continues to undermine the rights of the peo¬ 
ple. 

It infringes on our freedoms for many a rea¬ 
son, not least security, yet it alone is responsi¬ 
ble for the shambolic status of such in our 
lands. 

It ignores statutes yet has no right to do so. 
It allows EU laws to dictate and override our 
own in ignorance of the English Bill of Rights 
1689, among others. 

Allowing armed foreign bodies such as 
George W Bush’s presidential guard to operate 
on our soil is in breach of the Bill of Rights. The 
Government has even decimated our rights of 
self-defence and determination. 

“I do declare that no foreign prince, person, 
prelate, state or potentate hath or ought to 
have any jurisdiction, power, superiority, pre¬ 
eminence or authority, ecclesiastical or spirit¬ 


ual, within this realm. So help me God.” 

It is about time “we the people” - namely all 
bom of England - enjoyed our rights as pro¬ 
claimed in 1689. These rights also confirm the 
right of free passage throughout the land. 
Take note, Mr Mayor of London. 

Faced with embarrassment, the Govern¬ 
ment might rely on the doctrine that no 
Parliament may be bound by its predecessors 
and seek to repeal the provisions of the Bill of 
Rights. 

But in so doing, it must attack the principle 
of the Bill: for the Bill of Rights claimed not to 
promulgate anything new, but rather to re¬ 
affirm the “true ancient and indubitable rights 
and liberties of the people of this kingdom” 
that should be upheld “in all times to come”. 

But then how does the Government justify 
its own use of the Bill of Rights whenever 
questioned on procedures? 

Our Bill of Rights is so often ignored today, 
while in the United States the people enjoy the 
rights bestowed upon them in the constitution. 

Is it not an ignorance of Government that 
hides fact and freedoms from its people? 


Especially when the reasons behind the 1761 
US constitution stem from our own 1689 Bill. 

The English Bill of Rights was the root of the 
American version that followed. It was the pro¬ 
duct of the ‘Glorious Revolution’ that brought 
William and Mary to the English throne. 

In uniting with Parliament against James 
II, a Catholic who had persecuted English 
Protestants, William and Mary agreed to have 
restrictions placed on royal authority. 

The result was this declaration that defined 
the ‘rights of Englishmen’. 

Note: when American revolutionaries spoke of 
England violating their rights and of wanting to 
enjoy the rights enjoyed by people in England, it 
was to this document that they referred. The 
obvious result today is that we Englishmen 
want a government that respects our rights of 
old and is not party to foreign dictates. 

With the advance of time our true rights 
have been ignored - but never so much as now.

We read in Yourdover about a £4 
million grant package for our 
area. 

Yet in the same breath Dover 
District Council leader Paul 
Watkins tells us he already has 
plans for a cable car venture 
with the South East England 
Development Agency.

Besides, English Heritage 
should find the cash - after all, 
it’s wasted enough.

There are many available 
solutions that can benefit all, yet 
DDC looks to itself rather than 
the people. 

The fact is that for every one 
project DDC comes up with, I 
could provide five that would 
work. 

Dover Castle attracts a lousy 
78,000 visitors a year only, when 
it could be pulling in a million- 
plus with ease.

Take offence 


Roy Chubby Brown trades his 
insults in worst possible taste 


THE air of Chatham will be 
turning blue when Roy 
'Chubby’ Brown takes to the 
stage. 

Few comedians, with the possible 
exception of Bernard Manning, have 
divided opinion the way Brown has 
during his 30-year career. 

Considered by some to be the most 
offensive comedian in the country, 
Brown continues to fill theatres and 
is viewed with great affection by his 
many fans. 

Bom into one of the country’s poor¬ 
est industrial suburbs in 1945, 
Brown - who started out in life as 
Royston Vasey - faced a difficult 
childhood in Middlesbrough. 

When he was nine years old, his 
mother ran off and took Brown’s sis¬ 
ter with her, leaving the boy with his 
beloved but often violent father. 

The family sometimes found itself 
in dire straits and Brown started 
stealing, so trouble with the police 
inevitably followed. 

By the time he reached 19, Brown 
had accumulated an undesirable CV. 
He had spent two years in Britain’s 


toughest borstal, followed by many 
months in prison and had even been 
stabbed while in the Merchant Navy. 

The young man had been married 
and divorced, with two children to 
provide for. When he was released 
from prison, Brown joined a band 
and set about touring working men’s 
clubs, determined to escape his 
deprived lifestyle. 

He might have continued a career 
in music if the band had not split, 
which prompted him to try his hand 
at stand-up. Armed with the humour 
of the docks and a new name, Brown 
gradually honed his craft in a tough 
environment and discovered his forte 
in blue comedy. 

An appearance on New Faces in 
the 70s earned him second place in 
the show, but he reportedly failed to 
get past the audition for Opportunity 
Knocks after saying a**e in the 
interview. 

Despite rarely appearing on main¬ 
stream television channels due to his 
coarse material, he has built up an 
enormous fan base worldwide and 
sold millions of DVDs and videos. 

His autobiography, Common as 
Muck, reached number seven in the 


Sunday Times Bestsellers List and 
his influence is felt, albeit indirectly, 
in contemporary comedy. He has 
made cameo appearances in cult 
series League of Gentlemen as the 
mayor of Royston Vasey, the creepy 
fictional town named after him. 

With his 1995 hit Living Next Door 
to Alice, recorded as a parody with 
original band Smokie, he became the 
first person to take a song with the 
word f*** in it to number one. 

Brown, who is married, was diag¬ 
nosed with throat cancer at the age 
of 60 and faced losing the voice that 
had made his fortune. But he pulled 
through and fans can experience his 
inimitable humour first-hand when 
he visits Chatham. 

The show is suitable for over-18s 
only and people who are easily 
offended are advised to stay away.

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V2 site fires imagination 



UNUSUAL ATTRACTION: La Coupole, near St Omer, was built with slave labour

IF THE idea of a short 
break in a city doesn’t 
appeal and you fancy a 
little history, then just 
over the Channel is one of 
the most unusual tourist 
attractions in Europe. 

La Coupole, near St Omer, a 45- 
minute drive from Calais, was the 
site developed by the Nazis to 
house and launch their V2 rockets 
during World War Two. 

It may not be everyone’s choice 
of a short break, but it remains 
fascinating, none-the-less. 

It was a concrete dome protect¬ 
ing underground galleries and 
built by slave labour using east¬ 
ern European prisoners. 

But a combination of air attacks 
and a breakdown in infrastruc¬ 
ture meant it was never used. 

Now it is a museum attracting 
an increasing number of visitors 
from the UK courtesy of Kent’s 
excellent links with northern 
France by road, ferry and rail. 

Exhibits detail the workings of 
the Nazi slave state and the his¬ 
tory of rocket engineering. High¬ 
lighted is the man who designed 


the V2 - German Dr Werhner Von 
Braun, who was taken away at 
the end of the war by the 
Americans. 

Soberingly, any visitor soon 
realises the brutalising tactics 
employed by the Nazis did result 
in men standing on the moon as 
Von Braun masterminded the 
Apollo programme and eventual¬ 
ly designed the Saturn V rocket. 

There’s plenty more, however, to 
educate visitors through the other 
exhibits. 

Firstly, the Nazi occupation of 
northern France and the con¬ 
struction of the massive concrete 
dome and the galleries under¬ 
neath. 

Harrowing footage of the con¬ 
centration camps and the results 
of the bombing to which the 
British and Americans subjected 
towns in northern France is also 
documented, as are the conditions 
in which slave workers were kept. 

I was told increased numbers of 
people coming into western 
Europe from the old Eastern Bloc 
meant tourists from some of the 
places the slave workers were 
taken from were ever-increasing. 

The concrete dome of La 
Coupole proved resistant to 
almost everything the RAF could 
throw at it from the air. 


But the facilities, designed to 
store and fire the V2 rockets at 
London and Kent, were never 
used. 

Instead mobile sites were used 
to fire the missiles as they were 
harder to detect than the large- 
scale fortified sites. 

Near to La Coupole is Foret de 
Nieppe, which was a hidden base 
firing VI flying bombs - the fore¬ 
runner of the V2 - at England. It 
was the only operational base of 
its kind and included bunkers 
and a command centre. 


The craters, filled with water, 
are evidence of RAF-USAF bombs 
which were dropped on the 
launch site. 

It’s not the most clearly sign¬ 
posted site and is accessible only 
by road, but it is extremely atmos¬ 
pheric - there is no entry fee and 
visitors can wander at will amid 
the trees to explore underground 
galleries and hidden bunkers. 

The launch site is also still there 
- and chillingly it points straight 
at Tower Bridge, according to 
French experts.

More Power to Vince's 
back to basics ethos

CHANGE is a wonderful thing. 
While there’s something to be said 
for tradition and the tried and test¬ 
ed “If it ain’t broke...” approach to 
life, I’m a firm believer in trying 
new things. 

It is with this in 
mind that I tip my 
cap to the fantasti¬ 
cally named Vince 
Power, the man 
orchestrating the 
inaugural Hop Farm 
Festival. 

Power has lured 
the likes of Neil 
Young, Rufus 

Wainwright, 

Supergrass and 
Guillemots into per¬ 
forming at the 
Paddock Wood one- 
dayer with the prom¬ 
ise of: “No sponsor¬ 
ship, no branding 
and no registration”. 

Writing on the offi¬ 
cial festival website 
about his shift away 
from commercially dominated festivals, Power 
said: “I’ve been watching the festival market 
and just felt it was frustrating for the punter 
that there was such a big emphasis on spon¬ 
sorship, VIP and upgrading your ticket to get 
into a special area. 

‘We did an online survey and the feedback 
among young fans was that often the person 


buying the ticket ended up feeling the lowest 
on the pecking order. I thought it was time to 
go back to basics and let it be about the punter 
and the music. I think you will see a complete 
change in festivals in the next two or three 
years. 

“Bands rely on live performances much more 
than they did in previous years, the market is 
changing and I think bigger bands will have a 
lot more input into the festivals because it is 
clear that they could 
do their own festi¬ 
vals if they want to. 

“I’m getting really 
good feedback from 
the artists and the 
agents. It’s about 
having a good festi¬ 
val, happy customers 
and happy artists.” 

The open-air Hop 
Farm Festival takes 
place on Sunday, 
June 6, with gates 
opening at 11.30am. 

At the time of 
going to press, the 
Neil Young-headed 
line-up also features 
Primal Scream, 
Supergrass, My 
Morning Jacket, 
Rufus Wainwright 
and Guillemots. At 
least one further act is yet to be named. My 
Guess Those Bands prediction (the new festi¬ 
val line-up game which is sweeping the coun¬ 
ty since its inception on this page last week) is 
Belinda Carlisle. 

Tickets cost £49.50, plus a booking fee.

She's a sight 
for sore eyes

BEING a Hollywood actress may 
look like an incredibly glamorous 
gig, but there’s more going on 
behind the glossy scenes than just 
having your make-up done. 

For her latest role, Jessica Alba had to learn 
to play the violin like a professional while 
pretending to be blind - no small feat for any 
actress. 

Chinese horror remake The Eye follows 
blind violinist Sydney Wells (Jessica) as she 
has a cornea transplant and adapts to her 
newly-acquired sight. 

But her comfortable life is shattered when 
she takes on the traits of her dead donor, 
including disturbing flashbacks and the power 
to see ghosts. 

Jessica, 26, reveals the intensive training 
she undertook at orientation centres in Los 
Angeles and New Mexico to prepare for the 
role. 

“I learned basic Braille reading, how to walk 
with a cane and how people live in their homes 
self-sufficiently,” she said. 

“I labelled everything in my house so I could 
walk freely wearing sleep shades.” 

It seems her hard work paid off when she 
started filming because she couldn’t see much 
through eerie grey contact lenses. 

“They covered my entire eye - I had no 
peripheral vision and sometimes partial 
vision.” 

Having learnt to live without sight, Jessica 
then had to tackle the violin. 

“It was the most difficult instrument on the 
planet,” she said, laughing. 

“I did six months of extensive training with 
five different women who have been playing 
since they were kids. 

“They still practise eight hours a day just to 
stay good enough to be in an orchestra.

“I just don’t have that kind of dedication.” 

But she did commit to the task, practising 
whenever she could, even during breaks from 
filming Fantastic Four: Rise Of The Silver 
Surfer. 

“I didn’t have time to take off that suit, so in 
my Storm outfit I was hacking away at the vio¬ 
lin,” she said. 

In a nod to movie The Sixth Sense, Sydney’s 
developing vision allows her to see dead peo¬ 
ple - from the little boy in the corridor by her 
apartment to the diners in the bumed-out 
Chinese restaurant. 

At first she thinks she’s going mad, but with 
the help of Dr Paul Faulkner (Alessandro 
Nivola), Sydney finally works out she is ex¬ 
periencing a real-life phenomenon called cellu¬ 
lar memory, where transplant recipients dis¬ 
play the characteristics of their donors. 

“I met a guy who loved sweets and hated 
Italian food and he said after his liver trans-

plant, he didn’t pick up a single sweet ever 
again and all he could eat was pizza and 
pasta. 

“He spoke to the mother of his donor, who 
was a 16-year-old boy - hated sweets and his 
favourite food was pizza and pasta.” 

Jessica has one more movie coming out this 
year - The Love Guru, with Justin Timber- 
lake, Mike Myers and Ben Kingsley. 

But as her first baby with fiance Cash 
Warren is due any time now - she was heavi¬ 
ly pregnant when we spoke - she is taking a 
well-earned break from filming. 

“I still feel like I’m just starting. Most 
actresses that I really love hit their stride in 
their 30s and 40s and I’m hoping that will be 
the case for me.”

Greener houses 
will look good and 
keep out the heat 

PROPERTIES being developed will 
have an increased number of eco-friend¬ 
ly features - but they may not be imme¬ 
diately visible according to a developer. 

GreenMoves, which specialises in 
environmentally-friendly developments, 
said facilities to collect rainwater, better 
insulation and triple glazing will all be 
incorporated in new designs. 

They will be built alongside features 
such as solar panels. 

French-style external shutters could 
also be added to keep out heat in an 
effort to combat hotter summers. 

Julian Brooks, managing director of 
the company, said the shutters would 
keep buildings cool in hot weather - 
especially with top quality insulation. 

Other experts have stated that the 
absence of too many visual elements will 
keep buildings looking attractive and 
not spoil aesthetic elements. 

A recent survey undertaken by DIY 
store B&Q found that eight out of ten 
people questioned would be willing to 
pay more for a greener home. 

Gateway building 
still top agenda 
item in county 

HOUSEBUILDING remains high on 
the political agenda despite a predicted 
slump in the property market. 

The county remains a building hot¬ 
spot with the proposed developments 
along the Thames Gateway and areas 
surrounding Ashford one of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s highest-profile construction 
projects. 

Ministers remain committed to the 
project - which includes prestige devel¬ 
opments along the riverfront in 
Rochester and large-scale building 
between Medway and London - despite 
fears of an economic downturn. 

Rupert Bates, editorial director of 
Showhouse.co.uk, a development web¬ 
site, said: “I’ve never known a time 
where housebuilding has been so high 
on political and social agendas.” 

He added that the issues under discus¬ 
sion included debates over the number 
of houses needed and their impact on 
the countryside. 


CHEAPER mortgages 
are on their way as the 
Government fights to 
protect the housing mar¬ 
ket. 

The credit crunch has led to 
gloomy predictions of a slump 
across the property industry and 
a fall in prices. 

But according to the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders more competi¬ 
tive rates will be made available 
“in due course”. 

Experts say this is particularly 
good news for first-time buyers, 
who often feel the squeeze when 
the market is at its most volatile. 

The statement from the influen¬ 
tial financial group comes after a 
meeting between Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Alistair Darling 
and Housing Minister Caroline 
Flint, which Mr Darling called fol¬ 
lowing the introduction of the 
Bank of England’s £50 billion 
bond scheme to prop up the flag¬ 
ging market.

Bosses at the CML said the 
move would improve confidence 
and enable the market to become 
more fluid - in other words make 
buying and selling more attrac¬ 
tive and convenient. 

Following the Bank’s announce¬ 
ment Mr Darling called top mort¬ 
gage industry executives to his 
Downing Street office to discuss 
what steps they can take to 
ensure repossessions don’t start 
to rise - because consumers are 
finding it hard to refinance their 
loans. 

New mortgage applicants and 
what could be done to help them 
were also on the agenda. 

“I hope that lenders continue to 
take their responsibilities to¬ 
wards customers seriously,” Mr 
Darling said. 

In a joint statement after the 
meeting, the lenders agreed that 
the plan by the Bank of England 


to allow banks to swap what could 
be hard-to-shift mortgage assets 
for Government money which 
would need to be repaid - but in a 
better financial climate - would 
help ease funding pressures and 
ultimately allow them to offer 
cheaper loans. 

“The Bank’s actions should ease 
funding conditions for mortgage 
lenders over time to help to 
ensure the continued availability 
of a wide range of mortgages for 
potential borrowers at competi¬ 


tive prices,” Michael Coogan, 
director-general of the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders, said. 

Mr Darling has pursued a 
steady policy in attempting to get 
lenders to agree to lower interest 
rates following the move by the 
Bank of England. 

The Bank of England has cut 
interest rates three times since 
December to shore up the econ¬ 
omy, but a number of mortgage 
lenders have been raising the cost 
of their home loan products.

FOR all its marvellous packaging 
and driving fun, BMW’s reborn 
MINI is not that spacious, largely 
due to modem crash protection. 

BMW has tried addressing this with the 
Clubman (from £14,235) costing around 
£1,200 more than equivalent MINI hatches. 

It is 24cm longer - eight bringing more rear 
legroom - and boot space is up 100 litres to 260. 

The car’s retro effect is maintained by side¬ 
opening back doors a la original 1960s Mini 
Traveller/Countryman estates. 

But the single side door to the rear seats is 
on the ‘wrong’ side, BMW opting to please left- 
hand drive markets by having the extra door 
on the offside, so rear passengers will probably 
tilt the front passenger seat and enter and exit 
via the car’s front nearside door. 

But few would-be buyers actually care about 
the ‘Big Door Debate’ says Broad Oak MINI at 
Ashford’s Orbital Park. 

“Yes, it’s pretty much the first thing people 
say if they’re here to look at the hatchback, but 
it’s the last if they’re here for a Clubman. 


“They tend to like the Clubman look and the 
extra room and see the door as a bonus,” said 
site manager Juliet Foreman. 

Broad Oak loaned us a Cooper entry model 
for our test, but there is also a diesel Cooper D 
(£15,400) and turbocharged Cooper S 
(£17,210). 

None are slouches - even the llObhp diesel 
hits 62mph in 10.4 seconds - and they are 
greener too thanks to BMW/MINI’s new ‘effi¬ 
cient dynamics’, including ‘Auto Start-Stop’, 
which stops the engine automatically when 
the car halts and neutral is selected, restart¬ 
ing when the clutch pedal is depressed. 

There is also ‘brake energy regeneration’ to 
recharge the battery and relieve the alterna¬ 
tor’s demand on the engine. 

MINIs are not cheap, but they hold their 
money so well - especially with the TLC five- 
year service package and option packages - 
that motoring is cheaper overall than many 
rivals. 

The ride is quite taut, but grip and handling 
is excellent, while the well-designed interior, 
with trademark big central speedo and hom¬ 
age to the original 1960s icon, is a masterpiece.

Retirement 
is a winner 
for young 
schoolgirl 


FROM the days of dropping our 
first pennies into a piggy bank to 
opening up a new bank account, 
our society is no stranger to the 
concept of saving. 

Yet for many people saving relates only to 
short-term aims such as an exotic holiday or a 
luxury car.

to save and invest for their own future as the 
global retirement funding crisis looms. 

Pensions should really be used in conjunc¬ 
tion with another investment option to ensure 
full satisfaction - although they do have an 
edge over other investments in that the 
Government offers tax breaks on the money 
saved for retirement. 

While there might not be a right or wrong 


option, it is still very important not to put all 
your eggs in one basket. 

The best advice is to spread investment 
options: a more diversified and long-term port¬ 
folio should guarantee financial security. 

The saving options at present are numerous, 
but the problem in our society is not with the 
options available but whether or not we are 
fully utilising them. 

Our attitude towards saving is also to blame. 
Our consumer society - buy now, pay later - 
means that saving and retirement in particu¬ 
lar are almost seen as taboo subjects. 

Many people begin to think of their financial 
responsibilities only after coming out of uni¬ 
versity saddled with debt and with the ability 
to save many years down the line.

The solution lies with each individual to play 
a part to plan and save for their future.

Former chairman Dix said he would be 
shocked if Cugley is sacked, but has not 
mled out the possibility. 

He said: “I should think Neil will stay on 
as manager but I cannot really comment on 
that. It is something for the chairman to 
sort out in the summer.” 

One of the problems the club has faced 
over a number of years is a small budget. 
This year it has cost them as their young 
side failed to avoid relegation to Ryman 
Division One South. 

Injuries 

However, Cugley fully believes his team 
will come good in years to come. 

‘We have a young squad and we are 
unable to keep up with the other clubs in 
the division with our finances,” he said. We 
probably have the one of the smallest 
squads in the league so it is always going to 
be difficult to compete with the budget we 
have.” 

A flurry of injuries during the first half of 
the season also hindered Invicta’s attempts to 
move up from their lowly position in the 
Ryman Premier League table. 

Invicta have gathered more points and 
scored more goals than their relegation 
rivals, but Dix still believes the biggest 
problem was a lack of firepower. 

He said: We have not played very well in 
the last few matches and in that respect we 
probably deserved to go down. 

“Injuries always seemed to hit us at the 
wrong time. However, probably the biggest 
problem has been a lack of goals.”
